C snadian moose and deer hunting seasons are at 
hand and from oll reaching the tourist de- 
partment of the Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
there is every indication that one of the best hunting | 
seasons ever will be experienced 

Mike Bates sends down word from his camps 
at Metagama, Ontario, that if the hunters don’t get 
their deer and moose this season they wil) have 
nothing to blame but their poor shooting. He says 
that mooge are very plentiful and expects it to be a 
great year in every way. From Schreiber, Ontario, 
where John Handel, outfitter, has been operating, 
the reporte are just as reassuring. Handel says 
that the game has increased in the Superior Game 
Precerve Ivine south of the C. P. R. line and a very 
considerable area and the surplus has crossed to 
the north of the tracks offering good hunting. He 
says that caribou are coneing the woods in increased 
numbers. As the C. P. R. line is-the north bound- 
ary of the game preserve, hunters don’t have to 
go very far for their quarry.

This year hag considerably encourag 
ed mosquitoes. It was damp, and 
skirts have got shorter. The wet 
Weather also brought a large number 
of damsel flies, the naturai enemy of 
mosquitoes. Tt is a reddish-brown, 
double-winged insect, much like a 
small dragon fly in appearance. 

The damsel fly lives much as the 
mosquito lives, and lays its eggs on 
grass stems in the vicinity of water 


When the eggs hatch the larvae fall 


into the water, where they grow, and 
while in this state they live on the 
larvae of mosquitoes, according to H. 
A. MacGregor, of ths department of 
entomology of the University of Ab 
berta, Although the damsel fly is res- 
ponsible for some relief from the 
mosquito pest, it is considered unlike- 
ly they will overcome it, because the 
mosquitoes, particularly in the north, 
are very numerous, and it would take 
millions of damsel files to adequately 
gtamp them out, :
